Safe blowers swooped down on Fox 
Lake Tuesday night and, while the loot 
which they obtained wasn't great in the 
total, the dariPR of theircrime, through 
blowing two safes in the village during 
their visit and then stole a /horse and 
buggy, makes it one of the most 
sensational robbiea to occur in this vi- 
cinity in a long time. 

The net result of their visit. was, Her-

The robberies were committed after 
midnight, according to general belief 
Meyer's home is 200 feet from his boat 
works. He now»recalls that at about 
midnight he heard what he believes to 
have been an explosion. He now believes 
the robbers were then at work in his 
office. When he reachftd there his 
morning the safe was a wreck and thg 
presence of smalj soap cups on the 
floor showed how the robbers had used 
nitroglycerine in blowing the door. Be- 
sides the money, die robbers took nway 
a number of checks which will be of 
no value to them. The boat works are 
near the tracks at Nippersink and PiS; 
take. 

The Harbauer office is' located 
nearer the village. There tlie, robbers 
forced their way in but" when they 
reached the safe they found this cheer- 
full sign hung on the door of the big- 
strongbox. 

"To open the door, turn the knob to 
the right— that's all. 

*'Moat accommodating fellow, this 
lumberman." likt-ly mused the robbers, 
who did as the siirn indicated and then 
the safe door opened. But the inner 
door was locked so they applied nitro- 
glycerine and blew It. Inside they 
found no money— j"3t papers. They 
looked through them and then left 
everything as th«v found it, not having 
found a thing of value. 

The men were professionals. Every- 
thing indicates that fact. There was 
not ,a window in either place broken, 
which shows they kn^w how to protect 
themselves and their job.

BY NEW WIS. LAW 

Fraternal organizations in Kenosha 
are tacing a big problem. Within a 
short time they must meet the provis- 
ions. of the new insurance law and lead- 
ers in the organization in Kenosha hold 
that it 13 going to be the biggest pro- 
blem that has been put up '.to the fra=^ 
ternals in the state. 

The rates necessary to pace them on 
the footing required by the stafe law, 
which becomes effective December 31, 
1917, will be much the same as those 
charged bv the old line companies. 

Thousands of men will be affected by 
the new state law and many of them 
are expected to drop out of the orders 
to which they belong on account of be- 
ing unable^o pay the required rates. 
Kenosha hS a large number of frater- 
nal organizations, more than one-half 
of the insurance carried being with fra 
I^ernal order?. 

Ni action has been taken by any of 
the Kenosha fraternal^. H. F. Brown 
of Milwaukee, a state representative to 
the national organization of the Royal 
Arcanum, has discussed the matter 
with local members of that order. He 
explained the need of increased rates in 
that order so that the new law could be 
compUed with and gave a history of the 
movement for higher and safer rates 
throughout the country. He said that 
many of the different states were 
adopting the recommendations of the 
fraternal actuaries, Wisconsin being 
one of them.

utensils at him, she said. She said 
Crandall despised his 8*month-old son 
and beat him often.-; 

Mrs. Crandall was described as "a 
bundle of nerves" as a result, of the- 
frequent altercations with her husband. 
The day before he resigned his position 
Crandall had been ordered to move by 
Mr. Cady after an unusually violent 
quarrel. 

Crandall's office manager pleaded 
with him not to go, out he replied his 
wife had disgraced hirt at one place 
they had lived and he couldn't stand it 
any longer. When he returned home 
from the factory he informed his wife 
his uncle wiis ill in Detroit and they 
must go ar once. They packed a few 
things in a suit case and nothing was 
heard from them until a correspondent 
told the Cudya of their death

cognized them as the persons who reg- 
istered at the hotel last Tuesday and 
left Thursday, the day they appeared 
in Lake Forest.

Mrs. Crandall was the only- 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. J. C. Tisdale 
of Port Dover. Ont. The bodies are 
held in Lake Forest pending word from 
the parents.

"That sucli ships can bo transformed 
with ease from nierchautment Into war- 
ships. 

"Tluit in case of war between a great 
maritime state and a smaller nutiou 
the latter would have the right to pur- 
chase submnrino merchanttuen, and 
when the ships arrived at the port of 
the purchaser they could be provided 
with guns nnd torpedoes and sally 
forth to attack the enemy ships. 

"That a refusal on tho part of o 
state to sell submarine mercbuntnien 
could be regarded us an unneutral 
act." 

The allies are especially anxious for 
the Lnlted States to change Its ruling 
in tho case of tho Doutschland because 
of their expoctatlon that tho central 
powers will launch a large number of 
these craft nnd utilize them for the 
parpose of obtaining supplies of raw 
materials which they need In order to 
continue the war.

Paris. — ^There was a time when nn 
aviator was expeeted to become an ulr 
tighter In much the same way as ii boy 
Is taught to swim by being thrown 
Into deep water and expected to strike 
out to save hiaiself from drowning. So 
the pilot had a qulek llrer placed oa 
hlH aeroplane ami was turned loose lu- 
to the air with the expectaUon that he 
would get as near as he could to an 
enemy avion (an avion Ih a military, 
aerojilane) and shoot him down before 
being shot down himself. 

The training that army pilots now 
\indergo lasts some tlve months, and 
llie many Americans wlio have taken It 
or are taking it will, If Uiey survive 
the war, form a valuable asset to the 
American nation If "preparedness" Is 
curried out to the extent of fornilntf 
aviation corps, as,' It needs hardly to 
bo added, It evidently should be. 
Schools Becomlno Specialized. 

Tt was soon found necessary to spe- 
dallze aviation schools niid devote 
each to some particular work. Four or 
live nre solely for learners, where they 
begin, as on "pengains," rollers which 
do not rise Into the air, on which they 
run In straight lines for half a mile. 
As soon as they can run with the tall 
of the naichino In the air they pass to 
a three-cylinder IJIeriot, which loaves 
tlio ground, rising about a couple of

yards. On this machine pupils learn 
TO leave the ground, to control their 
motiprs, regulate the gas, etc!, and then 
pass to a .slx-cyllnder lilerlot, which 
can rise 12 to 20 yards, on which they 
practice landing. Landing la the most 
dllllcult part of the work, so that It Is 
(luring this stage that most "wood Is 
broken," as French filers say of snmHh- 
Ing machines. 

A 45-horsepower Blerlot, which 
m{)unts to between 150 and aOO feet, 
then enables the learner to make "vl- 
rages" (turns) to the right and left and 
trace out Ilgiire-elghts and circles. 
He is then promoted to a no-horse- 
power nierlot (GOO to 000 feet alti- 
tude), when he learns to shut o(t his 
motor at the highest point ami descend 
to 400 feet and then to restart the 
motor, lie also learns to make a quar- 
ter spiral, a half .^pl^ul'and full spiral 
with his motor shut off. 

Lie Is then ready for his ofllclal tests 
for his license. Ue has to luake an 
ofUcInl spiral with a barograph at- 
tached to his back to record his descent 
from 1,500 feet. The barograph will 
■show a straight line for a perfect 
spiral, hut an Irregular one for a bad- 
ly nnfde descent, lie then takes a 
voyage machine, GO horsepower, on 
wlifch he makes two trips, 00 miles 
and 00 miles. Then on an 80-hor«e- 
power voyage machine he makes a tri- 
angular illght of 150 miles, during 
wlilch he has to land once to take on 
a new supply of gasoIlne.'^An 80-horse- 
power or parasol nmcblne Is used for 
two lielght tests id)ove O.OOO feet, with 
u barograph to register the altitude. 

Having successfully negotiated these 
testa, he Is awarded his "brevet," or 
pilot's license, If he has put In at least 
25 hours actual Hying during his train- 
ing. 

"Finishing Off" Schools Alao. 
The newly licensed pilot is then sent 
to the llnlsbing olT school at Pau. lie 
has now said good-by to slow machines 
and will start to perfect his skill In 
landing, probably on a three-cylladcr 
i^Ioraae, as the Morane has the same 
kind of landing Utments as the Nleu- 
iwrt and It Is much cheaper In case of 
"snaishlng wood." lie Is promoted to 
six-cylinder and ten-cyllader Monmus 
until he 1ms made ten perfect landings. 
He then mounts a 2il-meter (75-foot 
spread) NIenport as a passenger with a 
monitor, who shows him what a Nleu- 
port can do. Then he tackles this 
Nleuport- alone and when he has made 
20 perfect landings on It ho Is allowed 
to mount a (iO-foot Nleuport, a smaller 
but mure powerful nmcblne. On this 
he nuikes spirals and a teat altitude 
night of 0,000 feet. 

At this, Vichool at the present time 
are about eighty graduates, almost all 
olllcers, a few nonconuulssloned olUcers 
and a few Americans, who are treated 
by the army olHclals^as if they were 
olllcers, whatever rank they nuiy have, 
even If they are merely privates. 

The pilot who has sulhclent aptitude 
thou passes to the "ecole de combat," 
or UghUng scliool. Others are sent In- 
to bombarding work or signaling. But 
those lit to lly scout nuichlnes or 
"avians do chasse" (for hunting down 
the enemy) take the further course. 

Uere on fast >Jleuports pupils learn 
to maneuver In escndriUe formation. 

To become a perfect Nleuport lller 
an aviator has to master many ma- 
chines, chletly to accpdrc the art of 
landUig at a speed of from HO to CO 
ndles an hour. He will train with 25- 
horsepower, *l5-horsepower, GO-horse- 
power anil 80 horsepower lUerlot mon- 
oplanes, then with Moranes and then 
with Nleuports of decreasing size un* 
til he. reaches the celebrated "Baby 
Nleuport," only !19, feet spread, with 
perhaps a 110-horsepower engine. 



Surgeons Are Watching a Remarkable 

Operation In Great Hospital In 

Paris — Bound Like Elamese 

Twins. 



ParlH. — One of the most reranrkablo 
surgical operations on record is now 
being performed at the Grand Palais, 
the massive building usually used for 
the anntial Salon, but now transformed 
Into a vast hospital. Here two sol- 
diers lie side by side, bound together 
like Siamese twins, while a large por- 
tion of,;the log of one of them Is be- 
ing slowly transferred Into flie leg of 
the other one. 

Noted surgeons gather about, watch- 
ing the slow progress, which they re- 
gard as nnirvelous both from u sur- 
gical standpoint and from the senti- 
mental, one soldier calialy giving day 
by day part of his body to a fellow 
hero. 

Lie on Operating Table. 
The two nien He oa their backs on a 
large operating table. They He In op- 
posite directions, the head of one near 
the feet of 'the other, like the ilgures 
on phiying cards. They are ainf)nB the 
most seriously wouialed of Ihu more 
youthful soldiers — one Is twenty-six 
and the other twenty-three years ohl. 

The younger, Itousselot. was wound- 
ed In the log at the battle of Mor- 
haage in the early days of the war. 
He was taken a prisoner to Oennany, 
where the surgeons say he did not re- 
ceive Intelligent attention. Brought 
back here last September, It was ne- 
cessary to perform a second operation 
to lengthen his leg 14 coutinioters 
(about live and a half Inches). But 
after the extension was peformed, 
there was still a lack of bony matter 
between the two portions of tlie bro- 
ken femur. 

Surgeons Get an Idea. 
The other soldier, Tlllette, nn artil- 
lery man, was seriously wounded In 
the log two months ago In the desper- 
ate fight over Fort Douaumont la a 
field operation his leg was amputated 
above the knee. Later It was found 
that a second operation was liecessury 
In order to shorten the leg* by some 
centimeters. 

It was at this point tliat the sur- 
geons concluded that tlie one who need- 
ed the shortened leg could give up 
this porUon to the soldier who needed 
the longer leg. Now, after some weeks, 
the two soldiers lie there on their 
hacks, the riglit thigh of Rousselot 
against the left thigh of Tlllette. bound 
togetlier wlUi the same surgical ban* 
dages BO as to prevent the Fllghtest 
shlfUng of the operated parts, until 
the phenomenon of transferring one 
leg to the other Is accomplished. 
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T^A^a-WAV Bl^lDGi: \H ISOHZO VALurf 
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ONTRAIIT to popular belief, 
the Isonzo river, along which 
the Italians made their first 
attack against Austria and 
where their lines beld firmly agaln.st 
the vigorous Teutonic ofTcnsivo, Is 
not the boundary line between the 
two countries, but lies wholely with- 
in Austrian territory, from two to 
twelve miles from the border. Its 
source Is near tlie juncture of the 
Carnlc and Julian Alps, on Mount 
Tergl'ou, the loftiest peak of tlie latter 
range, and it follows a tortuous chan- 
nel for 75 miles, emptying Into the 
Gulf of Trieste, saj'S the-National Geo- 
graphic society bulletin. So turbulent 
aro the Isonzo's waters that the river 
Is practically unnavigable, except for 
tlio few Tillies of Its estuary where Its 
coarse Is through a rapidly extending 
delta. On Us way through the alluvi- 
al plain it Is known as Uie Sdoblm, 
whose mouth is less than 20 miles 
from the Important Austrian port of 
Trieste lying to the southeast. 

The Isonzo Is the principal river of 
the country and crown-land of Gorz 
and Gradlsca, which liave nn area 
about equal to that of Rhode Island. 
This principality and two other 
crown-lands, Istrla and Trieste, consti- 
tute Austria's kustenland (coast 
laad). 

Was Highly Productive Valley, 
Before the devastation wrought' by 
the war, the valley of the Isonzo was 
a highly productive region, agricul- 
ture and vlae-growlng being the chief 
occupations of that part of the popu- 
lation (mainly Italian) which was not 
engaged In sllk-wonn culture. 

The leading city of the Isonzo val- 
ley Is Goritz (Gorz), with 80,000 In- 
habitants, known as the Nice of Aus- 
tria on account of Its popularity as 
a fashionable resort. Its growth co- 
incides with the decline of Aqullela, 
now an inslgnlflcaat town of less than 
3,000 people, situated to the south- 
west, six miles from the sea, but 
which was reckoned the ninth city of 
the Iloman empire and n great seaport 
during the closing years of the fourth 
century. 

It Is about 20 miles from Goritz to 
the Itnllnn frontier. The place is 
a center of trunkllne railways to the 
Italian cities of Venice In the soulh- 



ntloa of the equally unique Reka, 
whose waters disappear in the grot- 
toes of Snnkt Kanzlan, some 20 miles 
southCj^iUit of the mysterious Tlmnvus. 



MAZATLAN IS A BUSY PORT 

Rich Products of Mexico Are Shipped 

From the Pacific Coast 

Metropolis. 




MEXICO'S REPRESENTATIVE 



■ Jlazatlan, Mexico's metropolis of the 
Pacific coast, reported to have been 
the Fcene of an -unprovoked attack 
upon ofilcers and men from the Amer- 
ican gunboat Annapolis, Is thus de- 
scribed In the National Geographic soi 
cicty's war geographic bulletin : 

The north entrance to Its harbor, 
marked by a lighthouse perched on tho 
crest of an eminence called Cerro del 
Creston, making It one of tlie loftiest 
guides to navigation in the world, Ma- 
zatlan Is the chief entrepot for one oC 
the richest mining sections of tho 
southern republic. It not only exports 
the gold and silver from its own Im- 
mensely wealthy state of SInaloa (esti- 
mated by ' some experts to have the 
moat valuable mineral deposits In 
Mexico) but It also handles the ore 
shipments by sea of Zacatecas and 
Da ran go. 

The city, which has a population of 
20,000. Is situated on a small peninsula 
opposite the Bay of Olas Altns (HIgli 
Waves), and Is surrounded by coco- 
nut groves. It Is a sir days* voyage 
by steamship from here to San Fran- 
cisco, the Mexican port being £25 
miles east of the southern tip of Low- 
er California. The distance from El 
Pnso, due south, to Mazatlan Is about 
the same as from St. Louis to New 
Orleans. 

The aspect of the territory adjacent 
to Jfazatlan Is little affected by the 
prosperity of the report. The Indians 
live In the Bame type of huts which 
they have occupied since the Spanish 
conquest and perhaps for centuries be- 
fore that. Tlie strip of lowland along 
the shore has n tropical climate, with 
an abundance of rain. Beyoad this 
verdant margin to the East rises tho 
towering, thickly wooded Sierra Madre 
range, extending for hundreds of 
miles to tlie north and south. 
Among the rich products of Mex-

The situation of Goritz Is 
a picturesque one, greatly enhanced 
by the rare pleasure gardens that 
have been called Into being by the 
winter guests. It Is built on the loft 
bank of the Isonzo river. The worn 
roclis of the ohl castle ruins of the 
counts of, Goritz dominate the city 
from the lilllslde. The castle Is now 
used partly as a barracks and partly 
as an arsenal. The cathedral,^ built 
in the fourteenth century, Is another 
Interesting monument to tlie city's 
past 
Where TheodorIc Defeated Odoacer. 

The flghting which Is now occurring 
on the Isonzo recalls the great battle 
of the Isontlus (Isonzo) In the llftli 
century, where the Ilomau emperor 
Odoacer met signal defeat at the 
haads of TheodorIc, the Ostrogoth. 
The vanquLslied leader was driven 
hack to Havcnna, where, after a pro- 
tracted siege a truce was agreed upon. 
During the parley Odoacer fell before 
tho treacherous Ostrogoth, who clove 
his enemy from shoulder to flank wltli 
a broad.sword. 

One of tho most Interesting natural 
phenomena of the Isonzo district is 
tho short Timavus river, which emp- 
ties Into the Gulf of Trieste five miles 
from the mouth of tho larger water- 
course. The Timavus gashes from a 
mountainside, fullfornied, In three 
streams of eufllclent volume to float 
small vessels at the very source. In 
Virgil's day, according to tho descrip- 
tion In tho Aoneid, the Timavus 
rushed from tLo rocks In nine streams, 
Ihe river is supposed to be a contlnu"

lences, how often do wc find the coun- 
try household still depending upon 
the distant spring, the open well, or 
at best the out-of-doora lilt pump to 
Bupply the hundreds of tons of water 
required for each household every 
year? 

Inquiry usually develops the fact 
that the old methods are i^till retained 
for one or the other of the following 
reasons, namely: The cost of sewer 
i^ystpras is assumed to bo prohihilive.

A well can be protected from pollu- 
tion by extending the light casing or 
lining six ur eight inches above the 
ground and covering wiih a watc-r- 
. tight concrete curb having a slope 
away from the center in every direc- 
tion. This cover should extend at 
least one foot beyond the edge of a 
dug well, and should never be Icbh 
than seven feet in diameter for a 
driven well. A drain trough fiboulil 
of course, be provided lo catch the 
drip and convey It away to a safe dis-

In many cases, Iwiwever, the diffi- 
culty iB of a more eerious nnture. The 
Btratiflca'tion of the clay, gravel and 
rocks through which the well is Bunk 
may be such aa to cause percolating 
water from a nearby source of infec- 
tion to bo led directly into the well. 
In other instances the soil surround- 
ing the well may become ao thorough- 
ly, and so constantly saturated with 
polluted seepage waters that it will 
no longer perform Uh function ae 
filter, and germ-laden waterB are al- 
lowed to pass Into tho^well. For these 
reasons iho location of the well Is ol 
prime imiiortance. 

Considered from tho standpoint of 
convenience, the well should be locat- 
ed as near the kitchen ns possible. 
But whenever such location would In- 
volve any danger of coulaminatlon due 
to surface drainage or to nn Inade- 
quate kitchen sewerage dispoBnl sye- 
tem, a location on higher ground and 
above thla source of contamination 
ahouhl be- selected. Select n site 
where drainage and seepage from 
bamyardfl, stock pens and manure 
pits lead away from the well rather 
than toward it.

The dairy division 
of the bureau of auluml Industry of 
the department of ngrlcultuire, there- 
fore, has nnt stopped nt working out 
tho economics of dairying for the bene- 
fit of the farmer, but emphasizes the 
hcnIUi aspect. of the Industry nnd car- 
ries on energetic educationul cam- 
paigns In communities where co-opera- 
tion Is desired.

' eating consumers to a renllKatlon of 

the fact that It costs the producer more to insure scrupulous cleanliness of the 

milk supply than It does to place on the market the usual mediocre product 

or the dirty, dangerous milk that Is offered under the worst conditions. The 

attitude of the dairy division is thnt pure milk costs more but Is decidedly 

worth it, and ti'fl exports In their ciunpalgna attempt to Impress this truth on 

tiiree Interested groups — the consumers, the producers and distributers and the 

municipal nnd rtate uiithoritlcs who have In charge the enforcement, of tho 

local food regulations. 

When tiie federal Rpeclallals go into a community to co-operate with the 
locnl heallh omclals they first make a thorough Investigation of the milk supply 
and Its regulation, nnd finally locate the producers of Uie milk tiint Is below 
grade, and visit Uielr fnrras. The nttltmie toward those producers Is not one 
of condemnation. The experts go Instead to tiiclr farms to help them to better 
their sanltnrj- conditions. They look to the health of the herds nnd tiielr 
attendants, tiie sunltary condition of tho hnrns. the proper cleaning nnd sterili- 
sation of nil utensils and the methods for Insuring a sufllclentiy low tempera- 
ture for tiie milk. In tho educational campaigns the responsibility of the 
consumer in the mutter of temperature also Is cmphaHlzed. The specialists 
point out that however carefully- the producer and distributer has handled Uie 
milk, it Is likely to spoil If permitted to remuin exposed to the sun or In a warm 
room ufter delivery.

Please note thnt this wealth is In 
money. It Is not In real estate ut in- 
flated values. Industrial stocks that are 
half water and the rest nlr; fictitious 
goodwills or unsalcabe merchandise.. 
It la In hard cash, or— which Is better 
—hard wheat. 

These figures are only for the staple 
grain productions. They do not In- 
clude the millions of dollars represent- 
ed by the live stock nnd dairying Indus- 
tries, or tho additional millions Includ- 
ed In tiie root, fruit, and garden crops. 
The creameries of Saskatchewan, for. 
Instance produced more buttermilk 
and Ice cream last year than their 
total production amounted to six years 
ngo. The udlk. butter, and cheese pro- 
duction of Alherin for linr> was valued 
nt over eleven million dollars.

OOOjpOcC the number of hogs on tlie 
farms last year being 01.000,000; yet 
'^there Is no other anlmnl whlcli suf- 
fers such tremendous loss from dla- 
ease — tlirough hog cholera. 

It Is estimated tliut tho loss of 
porlc last year through this disease 
reached the enormous^ total of 93,000,- 
000 pounds, or ten pounds of meat for 
every man, wontan, and child In tho 
United States— a net loss "of somo $00.-

by no means exceptional. The loss

Its clr-"'ilntlon some blood 
from II hog HulVerl , from ii bud case 
of cholera. Outwv.dly this treatment 
ulToctfl tlie Imnmno hog only slightly; 
It does not give It cholpru, but It 
makes tlie animal still more h^^^hly 
Immuno-r-hyper-lnimune. This hyper- 
Immune liog Is then bled several times 
from Its tall and (Innlly from the 
carolld artery which results In tho 
death of the animal. From tlie large 
amount of blood thus obtained the 
anilcholera serum Is made, and when 
this Is Injected Into an ordinary hog 
It renders It cholera proof without, 
however, affecting the nnlnial. The 
liinnunlty lasts only a few weeks, but 
at) Interesting and highly Important 
phase of the \york whereby the hog 
Is mndo linmuno against cholera for 
tho rest of Its life consists In the In- 
jection of some blood from a cholera- 
sick hog. 

This double Injection, then, keeps 
tho animal from having hog cholera 
aad at the same time makes him per- 
numently Imunme. Tho same results 
aro affected, If the hog Immediately 
after being Innoculated wlUi tho 
serum, Is exposed to other hoga suffer- 
ing from hog cholera. All of which 
Indicates the fact that a largo amount 
of careful experimentation has been 
undertaken by the bureau of animal 
Industry of tho department of agri- 
culture. ' 

With Huch a devastating dlf^ease as 
hog cholera prevalent throughout tho 
entire country it follows that many 
lemedlos nnd of late uumy hog cholera 
serums have appeared upon the mar- 
ket. Tho framla nnd grafters have 
reaped a golden harvest through the 
sale of their worthless and even dan- 
gerous concoctions. In order to pre- 
vent the manufacture and sale of 
these fake remedies, u bill has been 
Introduced prohibiting the Interstate 
shipment of any hog cholera. serums 
which arc not approved by Uic depart- 
ment of agriculture. 

Where the government sernm had 
been used, however, the records show 
that the percentage of loss Is almost 
nothing— less than 1 per cent. Kveu 
la badly aflllcted dro*es the treatment 
has saved a large proportion of the 
hogs nnd has many times paid for It- 
self. 

Not only does hog cholera cause tho 
direct loss of a billion pounds of pork, 
but beef production Is tremendously 
and directly nlTectwl thereby. In inany 
states tho cuttle Industry and the- re- 
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suiting ■ profits largely depend upon 
successful hog raising. In Iowa, Mis- 
souri, Illinois and other great hog- 
ralslng states, the hogs follow the 
cuttle; they eat after the cattle. Com- 
bined they bring the farmer a good 
revenue. With hog raising left out, 
the cattl.6 In these states can be 
grown only at a loss. 

Probably no blight or disease with 
which the farmer ima to contend, and 
he has many. Is so absolutely dlscouiv 
aging us hog cholera. Its devastation 
Is almost complete. With a dn^ve of 
HX) or perhaps 1,000 prime hogs Just 
ready for the nuirket, ho has almost 
the feel of the money— $1,000 or $10,- 
O0r>— within his hand. They aro 
ht!*lthy and fat, a sight good to look 
ui>on. Then a hog on an adjoining 
farm rubs snouts with one of thciu, 
through tho fence, and before the week 
IH out half the hogs of tho drove are 
Infected, nnd the chances are timt 
In another week. Instead of 100 hogs, 
there will be less than a dozen strag-, 
glers. Kven with a good bank ac- 
count, It takes some nerve for this 
partlculor farmer to start all over 
oguln; tho chances are that he will 
quit the hog business. 

All,the precautions of sanitation nnd 
cleanliness may be of little avail In 
combating cholera. An entire drove 
of a thousand hogs may he swept away 
from the germs carried on the boots 
of a farmhand who has visited some 
distant farm, while dogs, turkey buz- 
zards, crows, etc., nniy transmit tho 
disease. 

There are Just two things to be 
done; first, stop the sale of fake and 
dangerous untlcholera serums, and sec- 
ond to supply hog raisers with tho 
Dorset serum. Hog rnlscrs aro will- 
ing to pay the cost of Inoculation. 
The trouble has boon that there Is not 
enough serum to supply the denmnd, 
and the farmers have used danger- 
ous substitutes. To Insure n Slo hog 
by Inoculating, him at a cost of 25 
cents Is good business, and when the 
government umnufactures aerum on a 
liberal scale, this cost will be consid- 
erably reduced. With hog cholera un- 
der control, not only would we have 
more pork, hut more heef. If hog 
cholera can bo abolished, us It should 
be by moans of the Dorset sormu, tho 
United States In two years can bo re- 
stored to Its old place as the greatest 
meat exporting mitlon In the world. 
Tho appropriation of half a million 
dollars In the Kenyon law for the 
stamping out of cholera Is an authori- 
zation to do the most practical work 
possible toward Increasing the nation- 
al meat supply.
